THE RIVER AND BARBOR BILL, 


An official copy of the river and 
harbor bill shows that it appropriates 
about nine millions and a half dollars, 
The average appropriation of late years 
has been five millions. There is no 
doubt that the bill for the current fiscal 
year contains questionable items. We 
give a few as an illustration: Fox and 
Wieconsim rivers, $250,000; St. Mary’s 
river, Michigan, $175,000; Kanawha 
river, West Virginia, $220,000; Oape 
Fear river, North Oarolina, $160,000. 
These and many other items in the 
bill are certainly very liberal — 
too liberal undoubtedly for these times, 
whea receipts at the treasury are fall- 
ic below-estimates ; but it is certain 
that no coniplaint of legislative reck- 
lessness can be made to hold as far as 
the apprepriations for Georgia are con~ 
eerned.
